Since the Federal food 
and drugs act was 
made effective in 1907. 600 notices of judgm ent 
have been issued against these 245 “cures” as the 
result of legal action taken to rid interstate drug 
trade of these quack products. 
Both in num ber 
of preparations and in num ber of notices of 
judgm ent, the “rheum atism cures” lead the list 
of drug preparations proceeded against by the 
Federal authorities. 
Public m isunderstanding of the word “rhe u ­ 
m atism ” is largely responsible for the great sale 
of these “cures,” food and drug officials say. 
“R heum atism ” is commonly believed to be any 
pain in and around the bones, joints and muscles 
of the body, regardless of its real cause. 
For 
such a loose grouping of ailments no drug 
or combination of drugs known can be a compe­ 
tent treatm ent, the officials say. 
Such pains and aches as are included by the 
public under “rheum atism ” are known to the 
medical profession as separate ailm ents depend­ 
ent upon different causative factors and needing 
specific treatm ent, according to the adm inistra­ 
tion's drug officials. 
Many 
cases of “rheu m a­ 
tism ,” they say, are due to such local infections 


or to infections in some distant parjt of the body 
as of diseased tonsils, sore throat, sinus infec- j 
tion and infected teeth, which oftentimes cause 
neuralgia, neuritis and sciatica, m istaken by the 
public for “rhum atism .”

On the 
continent here all heat is turned 
off regardless of the temperature 
and at no time are the houses 
overheated as they are in the 
states. I have been cold ever 
since we left Suez or really be- 
fore we arrived there which was

Friday beforeEaster. We 


arrived in Genoa April 26 after 
having been on boat one month 


only three days. Genoa is a beau- 
tiful city. We were there three 
days. The most wonderful sight 
there is the cemetery, world fa- 
mous for its marble statues. We 
left Genoa for Rome at 10:00 A. 
M. and arrived at 7:15 P. M. The 
country 
we passed 
through 


looked very fertile and prosper- 
ous. It seems that the whole 
country is planted with vine- 
yards but that is not surprising 
for the people drink wine in- 
stead of water. In fact you have 
to ask for water at the table and 
then you are looked at as if 
something is wrong with you. 
Butter, not salted, is served on- 
ly at breakfast. The bread is 
hard and tough as leather but I 
like it that way. 
Yesterday we took our first 


sightseeing trip including a lec- 
ture. We saw the famous colos- 
seum and the Golden House of 
Nero. The former was built sev- 
eral centuries before Christ and 
the latter the first century after 
Christ. This morning we saw 
the catacombs of an old church 
in which are displayed in an 
artistic fashion the bones of 
3000 monks. It is really a horrible 
and gruesome sight. We next

dle and saddlebags and started 
him for Rushville, where he lo- 
cated in October of that year 
and where he found a friend in 
Dr. William Frame in whose of- 
fice he opened a law office with 
i copy of the Revised Statutes of 
Indiana ,as a library. However 
,he law practice was in older 
lands and he was soon in debt 
or his board. In this dilemina, 
he obtained a clerkship in a 
tore and from that to school 
caching. He went to Morgan 
ounty, Ind., where he taught 
ohool for the "Friends" near 
Vlonrovia. In 1849, Dr. Frane

Dr. William Frame was born

kerosene and twenty-five cars of 
lubricating oils have been hand- 
led by the Indiana Farm Bureau 
organization for its members 
since January 1. 


Other 
farm supplies being 


handled by the Farm Bureau for 
distribution through collective 
purchasing are fertilizers, feeds, 
seeds, coal, machinery, fence and 
binder twine.
